Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the 
report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1 961 . 
Apology  must  he  offered  for  its  later  than  usual  appearance, 
hut  Committee  memhers  will  recall  that  other  pressing  duty 
rather  overwhelmed  the  Department  for  some  time  during  this 
Past  summer. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  of  any  real  moment  during  1 961 .  It  was 
a  year  of  greater  measles  prevalence  (72  cases  against  36  in 
I960)  hut  this  is  no  great  incidence  in  a  population  of 
twelve  and  a  half  thousand. 

Note  should  he  made  of  the  fact  that  two 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  Urban  District  hut 
there  was  no  spread.  This  says  something  for  the  effect  of 
the  immunisation  campaign  against  this  disease,  hut  we  cannot 
he  complacent  nor  let  the  public  think  that  we  are  entirely 
satisfied  with  the  number  of  younger  people  over  school  age 
who  have  come  forward.  We  should  not  have  to  wait  for  the 
publicity  of  some  public  figures  being  stricken  down  to 
stimulate  demand. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  down  a  little  on  the  figure-  for  i960, and  the 
Death  Rate  up  a  little.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  ?/as  improved 
at  23  per  1,000  live  births  (1960-27)  Looking  at  the  causes  of 
death,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  accounted  for  k.2% 
of  all  the  deaths,  malignant  growths  being  next  in  incidence 
at  15.8$. 


In  this  latter  connection  may  I  drav/  attention  to  the  table  on 
page  7.  Prom  this  it  is  seen  that  out  of  13  deaths  attributed 
to  specific  sites  in  the  body,  6,  or  nearly  one  half,  were 
situated  in  the  lungs  or  bronchial  tubes.  This  is  in  line  with 
responsible  statements  that  lung  cancer  has  of  recent  years 
been  increasing  and  that  cigarette  smokers  are  THIRTY  TIMES 
MORE  LIKELY  THAN  OTHERS  to  contract  it. 

During  196-1  the  Poulton  mortuary  was  closed 
and  the  facilities  offered  at  Thornton-Cleveleys  contracted 
for.  We  had  made  some  improvements  at  Poulton  but  it  was 
impracticable  to  make  the  premises  really  in  line  with  modern 
requirements  for  pathological  examinations. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Loft house  and 
Mr,  Hanson  for  unfailingly  efficient  and  cheerful  service 
in  the  Department,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Counoil,  and  to 
yourself,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  your  interest.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


94  cases  of  infectious  diseases  Were  notified  during  the 
year  as  follows: - 

Scarlet  Fever; -  3  cases  were  notified.  There  were  13  cases  in  i960. 

Whooping  Cough;-  10  cases  occurred  during  1961.  3  the  previous  year. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis;-  2  cases.  None  the  previous  year.  These  cases 
occurred  in  children  of  school  age.  The  two  families  involved  were 
isola.ted  and  parents  kept  away  from  work.  Both  children  made  a  good 
recovery. 

Measles: -  There  were  72  cases  during  1 961 .  36  the  previous  year.

Tuberculosis 

At  the  close  of  1 961  there  v/ere  37  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  4  cases  of  non-pulmonary,  and  1  case  of  pulmonary 
and  non -pulmonary  on  the  register., 

There  v/ere  2  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the 

year. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  mainly  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  and  the  County  Council  for 
the  prevention  and  control  of  the  disease. 

A  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is  employed  by  the  County  Council, 
and  Hospital  and  Chest  Clinic  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Black¬ 
pool  and  Pylde  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Erysipelas  3  cases  v/ere  notified.  4  the  previous  year. 
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Control  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 


A  thorough  investigation  is  made  on  the  occurrence  of  a 
case  of  notifiable  disease,  and  where  necessary  specimens  of 
faeces  and  vomit  are  collected  and  forwarded  to  the  Laboratory 
for  analysis. 

Disinfectant  fluid  is  issued  to  cases  of  infectious 
diseases;  and  terminal  disinfection  by  fumigation  is  carried 
out  when  necessary,  and  on  request.

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THE  MORTUARY 


The  mortuary  premises  are  situated  in  the  yard  at  the  rear 
of  the  Town  Hallo 

Prom  1st  August,  1 961 ,  the  use  of  the  mortuary  was  discon¬ 
tinued  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  mortuary  at  Thornton- 
Cleveleys  to  he  used  for  cases  from  Poult on-le-Fylde. 

This  became  necessary  due  to  the  facilities  and  working 
conditions  for  the  pathologist, at  Poulton,  being  below  the  accepted 
standard.

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres 


There  ai'e  no  clinic  or  treatment  centres  directly  under 
the  control  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  clinic  in  Princess  Avenue,  Poult on-le -Pylde ,  was  in 
use  during  1961.  School  clinic  sessions  were  held  twice  weekly, 
on  Tuesday  and  Friday  mornings  and  a  child  welfare  session  every 
Tuesday  afternoon  by  the  School  and  Child  Welfare  Department  of 
the  Lancashire  County  Council, 


HOSPITALS 


There  is  no  hospital  situated  in  the  District. 

General  cases  are  admitted  to  Blackpool  Victoria  and 
We sham  Park  Hospitals,  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital 
Management  Committee;  and  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  of  the 
Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Committee# 

The  Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Blackpool,  is  used  for 
infectious  disease  cases;  tuberculosis  cases  use  the  Elswick 
Sanatorium,  and  smallpox  cases  go  to  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox 
Hospital  near  Bury,  which  is  under  the  management  of  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  administers  the  ambulance 
Service,, 

The  nearest  ambulance  station  is  at  Thornton  and 
ambulances  for  Poulton-le-Fylde  are  obtained  either  from  this 
station  or  from  Fleetwood, 

At  Thornton  an  ambulance  dual  purpose  vehicle  and  car 
are  on  call;  an  ambulance  and  car  are  available  at  Fleetwood. 

The  service  is  maintained  on  a  24  hour  basis  throughout 
the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Fylde  Water  Board,  of  which  Poulton-le-Fylde  is  a 
constituent  authority,  provides  a  plentiful  and  excellent 
supply  of  water  from  their  gathering  grounds  at  Grisedale  and 
Stocks. 

During  1  961  new  connections  were  made  to  330  new  houses 
and  flatlets  from  public  mains  supply. 

A  total  of  4796  houses  was  supplied  from  public  mains  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Only  one  house  in  the  town  obtains  water  from  a  private 

supply. 

Sampling 

45  samples  of  water  were  taken,  for  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  these  were  obtained  from  various 
addresses  about  the  town. 

43  of  the  samples  were  satisfactory.  2  unsatisfactory. 

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

The  standard  of  housing  in  the  town  is  good,  the  district 
having  a  high  proportion  of  new  properties,  A  number  of  the 
older  houses  are  unfit  and  will  require  attention  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

The  majority  of  minor  housing  defects  discovered  were 
remedied  by  informal  action. 

Overcrowding 

Some  overcrowding  of  dwellings  occurred  in  the  District, 
and  it  was  necessary  for  the  Council  to  rehouse  two  families 
for  overcrowding  reasons. 

The  principal  cause  appeared  to  be  young  married  families 
living  with  their  parents. 

Approximately  150  applicants  were  on  the  waiting  list 
for  Council  houses;  two  thirds  of  those  were  for  2  or  3  bedroomed 
houses  and  one  third  for  bungalows. 

Private  Building 

During  the  year  322  houses  and  8  flatlets  were  erected  and 
more  families  from  outside  areas  became  resident  in  Poulton*-le-Fylde .

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
the  Deport  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  1961. 

The  Council* s  new  van  v/as  delivered  in  January,  This  is 
used  jointly  by  the  various  Departments  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  is 
an  improvement  on  travel  by  bus.  The  further  parts  of  the  District 
are  mw  readily  accessible  and  less  time  is  wasted  in  waiting  for 
buses  and  walking  from  one  address  to  another. 

Two  Clearance  Areas  were  prepared  and  presented  during  the 
year.  Higher  Green  No. 2  Area, and  Chapel  Street  Court  Area.  Other 
housing  work  resulted  in  two  shacks  at  Norrnoss  being  demolished 
and  Closing  Orders  being  made  on  two  premises. 

Advantage  was  takon  of  the  Standard  Grant  Scheme  by  owners  of 
eight  houses,  where  bathrooms  and  hot  water  were  installed,  greatly 
improving  the  living  conditions  in  their  homes. 

It  was  again  necessary  to  devote  a  great  deal  of  time  to 
the  inspection  of  the  meat  supplies  at  the  two  local  slaughterhouses, 
10,292  animals  were  inspected  during  1 961 . 

Some  sampling  of  the  water  supplies,  milk  and  ice -cream 
was  carried  out,  but  this  is  not  considered  sufficient.  This  work 
is  better  done  systematically  and  regularly,  a  method  we  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  apply  in  the  Health  Department. 
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'This  short  review  would  he  incomplete  without  a  word  of 
sincere  thanks  to  Councillor  j,  L.  Kidd  Whitaker,  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  1961,  for  his  constant  support,  and  the  keen 
active  interest  he  has  shown  in  all  Public  Health  matters,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  C„  Robertson  Wilson,  and  members  of 
the  Committee  are  thanked  for  their  continued  support,  and  colleague 
in  the  Town  Hall  for  co-operation. 

Mr.  Hanson  proved  to  be  a  useful  and  willing  assistant, 
who  worked  well  during  the  year.
